Under present law, a 
person who becomes blind

RECENT NEWS _ reports 
from Youngstown, Ohio, tell of 
pickets blocking the delivery of 
a truckload of vitally needed 
oxygen to a strikebound local 
hospital. 

Striking in hospitals is bad 
enough, but stopping the de- 
livery of supplies that are need- 
ed to prevent people from dying 
is the same as pronouncing a 
death sentence on individuals 
who need the life saving proe 
perties of oxygen - persons with 
respiratory diseases, prema- 
ture babies, surgery andtranse 
fusion where minutes 
count. 

Individuals have a right to 
quit work if they feel obliged to, 
but in a free country, they have 
no right to interfere with others 
who want to work. 

There is little excuse for 
fighting wars to protect freedom 
in other lands if the basic right 
to work is not protected in our 
own land. Indignation at such 
disregard of the public wel- 
fare by unions, as shown in the 
Youngstown case, will force 
Congress to take remedial ac- 
tion, It must recognize the right 
to strike and also the right to 
quit work, But, it must alsore- 
cognize the right of others to 
work unmolested and free from 
intimidation by pickets. Other- 
wise, let’s not talk about a free

N an appeal to the leaders of the 
“African nations, acting chief 
minister of the Transkei, Chief 
George Matanzi- 
ma said, a few 
weeks ago: “We

Chief Matanzima denied that 
the Transkei was under “strict 
control by the Republican goy- 
ernment.” The Transkei, he said, 
was “a self-governing state, de- 
veloping to total, stable and en- 
during independence. It is in full 
control of the Department of 
State handed over to it by the

Helicopters Are 
Prunning Trees 


The top branches of the 
tallest trees in a forest 
can now be gathered for 
sampling rapidly and ef- 
ficiently with a new heli- 
copter-mounted tool, 

According to Extension 
Forester |_arkin Wade, the 
new tool, called a pole- 
pruner, is an eight-foot 
aluminum tube with a 
scissors-type cutting head, 
A sponge rubber tube per- 
mits the operator to slide 
the pole-pruner back along 
the helicopter fuselage, 
grasp the branch and re- 
move it, 

The pruner also has a 
safety line that prevents 
the tool from accidentally 
hitting the helicopter rotor 
blade. 

By collecting and ana- 
lyzing tree-top foliage, 
scientists hope to develop 
new methods of aerial pho- 
tography to determine 
insect and disease damage 
to forests, 

Earlier methods used to 
collect samples -- climb- 
ing the tree or shooting 
the top off with a rifle -- 
were time consuming, dif- 
ficult and sometimes 
dangerous,

Certified Seed 
Production Up 
In Alabama 


The acreage of certified 
seed production in Alabama 
was up for most crops in 
1966. 

More than 50,000 acres 
of seed were field-inspect- 
ed and given approval this 
year, reports Robert Loe, 
Extension agronomist, 
This is anincrease of 2,065 
acres over last year, 

According toLoe, certl- 
fied soybean seed pro- 
duction has gained about 
1,500 acres a year since 
1964, and peanuts increased 
about 1,000 acres a year. 
Certified cottonseed pro- 
duction, however, dropped 
to about one-half the 1964 
acreage because of reduc- 
tion in allotments. 

Income from certified 
seed production is expected 
to be a little under $10 
million, 

Cotton grown for seed 
will probably remain about 
the same next year, adds 
Loe, but most other crops 
can be expected to gain 
-- especially wheat, rye, 
clovers, soybeans and 
Southern peas,
